QUEER PROTECTION. 

The platform of the Iowa republicans in- 
sists upon “such revenne laws as will en- 
courage American industries and protect 
American labor.” At the same time it de- 
clares that the faith of the party is pledged 
to enact and enforce such laws as will pro- 


hibit the manufacture and sale of intoxicat,| 


ing liquers as a beverage. This is what Mr. 
Kasson calts favoring 2 free market for 
home industry aud en*erprise,”. white op- 
posing ‘‘free foreign tres or free alcohol.“ 

One great American industry, one which 
employs a vast amount of capital and a great 
many men, and at the same time affords a 
home market on the spot for agricultural 
products by converting the same into bev- 
érages and alcohol both for home consump- 
tion and for export, is doomed to im- 
mediate destruction in this platform, 
which prates of protection for American 
industry! This is rather a queer way of fa- 
voring a free market for home industry“ in 
Iowa. Agriculture, the great home industry 
of the state, is not only to be denied the 
freedom of purchasing in the cheapest mar- 
ket, but its freedom of selling at home is to 
be greatly restricted. The many millions of 
revenue now collected from intoxicating bev- 
erages must no longer be voluntarily paid by 
those who feel able to indulge in the luxury 
of beer or spirits, but by the laborers and 
producers, who are compelled to buy taxed 
articles imported from abroad. They must 
not only pay the government tax on im- 
ported articles, but the tribute which pro- 
tected home monopolies are enabled to extort 
when competition is excluded by law. 

To impose such a burden on farmers, and, 
at the same time, prevent them from selling 
their fruits, grain and hops to breweries and 
distilleries—to cut them off from a foreign 
market as buyers of manufactured articles, 
and at the same time prohibit the home man- 
ufacture of their products, either for home 
consumption or for export—is to deprive 
them ofa free market, either at home or 
abroad. There is very little freedom of any 
kind for anybody in this Iowa programme. 
It points straight to state control of every- 
thing, a monopoly tariff on imports, a mon- 
opoly embargo on exports, ruinous restric 
tions on home trade and deadly blows at 
long established and lawful lines of industry 
and investment—and all this under pretence 
of making labor more virtuous and more re- 
munerative. 


A BAD EXAMPLE. 

One of the most serious objections to the 
total prohibition of liquor selling is that at- 
tempts to enforce such a law have invariably 
enlisted nearly half of the commun- 
ity on the side of the law-breaker. 
Respect for law as law, irrespective 
of a eitizen’s views of a particu- 
lar law, is a feeling which the pro- 
hibitionists should be amongthe foremost to 
cultivate and to exemplify in their own con- 
duct. But, in their eagerness to impose con- 
stitutional prohibition on their state, the 
Iowa republicans disregarded the forms 
prescribed by the state constitution to regu- 
late its own amendment. The steps they 
took to amend the constitution have been 
pronounced unconstitutional by the district 
courts and the supreme court, the latter a re- 
publican body, itself favorable to the pro- 
posed amendment. This only elicited from 
them a still more conspicuous manifestation 
of that lawless spirit which substitutes the 
will of power for constitutions and laws. 
Judge Day, an eminent judge of the sn- 
preme court, a republican and a prohibition- 
ist, was overwhelmingly rejected when his 
name was presented in their convention for 
renomination, and the obvious and only as- 
signable reason for this rebuke was his firm 
adherence to the requirements of the funda- 
mental law in regard to the processes of 
constitutional amendment. Because he had 
not permitted his zeal for prohibition to 
outweigh his obligation to the law as it 
stood, and because he joined in a decision 
that the amendment had not been regularly 
adopted, a more zealous man was nominated 
over him for supreme judge by acclamation. 
If there is much of this-same spirit among 
the opponents of prohibition.in Iowa, the 
enactment will only tend to make evasions 
and violations of its provisiuns a respectable 
and popular pastime.

BABBATARIANISM REBUKED. 

»-Xesterday was the second warm Sunday 
of the year in St. Louis, and the way in 
which the day was passed was a rebuke to 
Sabbatarianism. St. Louls only ranks as an 
average city in church going, but if yester- 
day was any test itis one of the first cities 
in innocent Sunday ‘amusements. Every- 
thing on wheels was out; every family in 
the city had its plenic or its excursion ; every 
shadeo-tree in the park cast grateful shelter 
over peaceful loungers; the fair grounds, the 
ball games had their thousands and tens of 
thousands of patrons, and in the afternoon 
and evening the beer-gardens, with their 
bands of music, had a rush of business.

Since cholera last disappeared from 
America it has broken out a dozen times in 
the far east. An outbreak of this dread dis- 
ease on the African coast of the Indian 
ocean is no certain indication of its coming 
here, nor is its presence, when it does come, 
any cause for alarm to healthy people who 
live quiet, orderly and cleanly lives in 
cleanly localities. Its victims are most gen- 
erally people atready weakened by disease, 
or unnerved by excesses, or predisposed to 
its attacks by fright or unwholesomeMiving.

An Excursion on an Improvised Craft 


BATAVIA, N. Y., July 2.—Four persons 
were drowned in the Tonawanda creek at 5 
P. m. to-day by the overturning of a small 
excursion steamer, the Stranger, which has 
been plying on the creek since June 1. The 
boat is a queerly-constructed craft, about 
twenty feet long and twelve feet wide, and

“But itis said that the collector has fixed 


and established a license fee in conformity 
with the state law, and the first question 
which arises, is what right has the cullector 
to fix the amount of any license? ‘There is 
no ordinance and no law, which authorize 
him to usurp legislative functions. On the 
contrary the duty of fixing the amount is ex- 
pressly given by charter and law to the mu- 
nicipal assembly. and the collector is simply 
a ministertal officer, to execute and carry out 
the ordinances.

The Case Against the City Collect- 


Synopsis of the Brief Filed by Judge Gott- 
schaik in Behalf of the Saloon-Keepers— The 
Constitutionality of the Downing Law As- 
sailed—The Collector's Action in Refusing

As has been previously stated in these 
colums the agreed case, submitted by the at- 
torneys in the high license litigation is being 
argued before the supreme court at Jefferson 
City to-day.

POLICE COURT PICTURES. 


An Old-Timer Again Up for a Drunk— 
ous Cases. 
Ninety of the hottest, most disgusted look- 
ing human beings that could be gathered in 
aday’s walk were marehed into the First 
district police court this morning to answer 
a variety of charges. The heat of yesterday 
was productive of a great number of drunks. 
The tin-can brigade was out in force, and no 
less thanadozen of the ramblers“ were 
arrested working“ the beer kegs around 
the back doors of saloons. After court was 
called to order the well-known face of Eliza 
Wells was the first to emerge from the dock, 
Eliza has braced the police court far more 
frequently than any woman in St. Louis, not 
barring height. weight, age or color. For eigh- 
teen years Eliza has been a regular visitor at 
the work-house, and in her own language has 
eaten more of the city’s corn and 
wine than she has of her own. It is not 
paying too high a tribute to Eliza to say that 
ut ove time she held the courts in fear of 
her displeasure. This, however, might be 
further explained. When Judge Cullen was 
on the bench of the First District police 
court, he was unusually severe on the 
defendants, who were frequently before 
him and assessed heavy fines. Eliza was as 
well pleased te go to the works as ta remain 
out, When she was without funds, but she 
did not like to give Judge Cullen the satis- 
faction of fining her. One day she appeared 
to answer a charge of drunk on the street, 
the only offense with which she has ever 
been charged. She was unusually meek and 
his honor was unusually cross, The court 
announced a heavy fine anda moment later 
Eliza hurled a chunk of coal direct 
at the court’s cranium. It seems 
that the officials of this court 
are in league with these people to assassin- 
ate the court” remarked the judge as he dis- 
covered the marshals convuised with laugh- 
ter at the alacrity with which the missilé was 
dodge After this Eliza was searched for 
coal on each arraingment and it was sup- 
posed that she had buried the hatchet. This 
was a mistake, however, for no sooner was 
the guard removed than she slipped off a 
thick-soled shoe and sent it in a bee line for 
the bench. After this a deputy marshal 
usually accompanied Eliza to the bar. This 
morning the ordinary trial of a drunk. of 
— the following is a verbatim report, was 
sad; 

“Eliza, you are charged with being drunk 
on the street. How dv you plead?” 

“Gulity.”’ 

„Was she quiet, Mr. Officer?” 

“Asleep on the sidewalk, your honor.” 

“Costs.” ; 

Eliza went back to the dock and was sent 
to the work-house this afternoon. 

Ann O’Bricn wascharged with the same 
offense, but her case presented the addition- 
al aggravating circumstance of having a bot- 
tie of whisky in her possession at the time. 
Officer Ryan swore that she was drunk, but 
she boldly addressed the court and said: 

“IT might say worse, your honor, but I'II 
only say that the officer is mistaken, I was 
not drunk. There's no denyin' that I had the 
whisky, your honor, but the 
cholera’s cowin’, your honor, an’ 
there’s nothin’ better for cholera than 
whisky, an’ anybody would bea fool not to 
have some about them in times of danger. 
The court evidently did notfollow out this 
train of reasoning, as Ann was fined costs. 

Last night the police in Central disirict 
made the rounds of the parks and _ loitering 
places oma periodical cleaning out. The patrol 
wagons at the Four Courts and Chestnut 
Street stations were kept running every few 
minutes. At the session of court to-day 
they were caged for a few minutes in the 
dock on- a fine, and then released witha 
warning to desert their regular haunts for 
the future. 

Ann Smith is known to tho 
police as an old - time park 
rambler, for which offense she was again be- 
fore the court to-day. She pleaded guilty, 
but asked for mercy. 

‘How long have you been out of the 
work-house, Ann?” asked the court. 

„Out of the work-house? Oho-ho,” 
laughed Ann. . 

„Ho long is ‘Oho-ho’? I want to know 
how Jong you’ve been out of the work- 
house?“ 

“Oh, a long time, yer honor,“ she replied, 
with the same indefiinteness. 

“You had better tell me bow long, or you 
may go down again. How many weeks or 
montis or days or hours?“ 

“Well, your honor, it is four days since I 
got out, but if you'll let me out again I'll 
never come back.”
